Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health 
and  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  City  of  Pietermaritzburg,  for  the  period 
July  1st,  1953  to  December  31st,  1954.  This  18  month  period  is  due  to  the 
instruction  of  the  Union  Health  Department,  that  annual  reports  should  cover 
the  calendar  year.  In  order  not  to  'lose'  the  Vital  Statistics  for  the 
second  half  of  1953^  it  was  decided  to  include  these  with  the  1954  report. 

There  vnis  a  big  improvement  in  the  incidence  of  Infectious 
Disease  (a  drop  of  1,0%  on  the  1952-53  figures).  Unfortunately  there  xjas  a 
severe  outbreak  of  Poliomyelitis  at  the  end  of  the  year,  a  part  of  the  big 
outbreak  occLirrir^  throughout  the  Union, 

Tuberculosis  figures  improved  considerably  and  this  Depart¬ 
ment's  activities  in  this  field  have  steadily  been  extended.  Substantial 
measires  to  meet  the  housing  shortage  have  been  embarked  upon  by  the  City 
Council  and  the  comii-ig  ;j’ear  should  bring  these  to  fruition, 

I  wish  to  express  my  thanlcs  to  all  members  of  the  Staff  for 
the  high  level  of  efficiency  maintained  in  the  Departm*ent  tliroughout  the  ;;/ear. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  support 
readily  given  to  m.e  at  all  times  by  the  hkyor  and  Chairman  and  members  of  the 
Public  Health  Committee,  and  of  the  cordial  co-operation  of  the  various 
Municipal  Heads  of  Departments.

These  figure ,s  once  again  show  how  much  better  the  expectation 
of  life  is  for  Europeans  than  for  Non-Europeans.  The  table  on  page  10 
also  indicates  that  Cardiac  and  Circulatory  disease  far  outvreighs  all 
other  causes  of  death  among  Europeans.  Among  Non-Europeans,  respirator 
disease,  heart  disease,  bowel  infections  and  diseases  of  infancy  are  the 
commonest  causes  of  death.

Hospitals  which  has  been  submitted  to  Pretoria,  and  approved  in  principle  as  far 
back  as  1950,  is  still  the  subject  of  negotiation  with  the  Union  Department  of 
Health,  and  is  still  axjaiting  final  approval  (exactly  as  reported  I8  months  ago) . 

1)  The  proposed  nex7  Non-European  V.D.  Hospital  which  was  reduced  from  120 
beds  to  60  beds,  due  to  the  drop  in  Hospital  patient  numters,  following 
upon  the  use  of  Penicillin  as  a  routine  treatment,  was  further  reduced 
to  a  total  of  40  beds  and  has  nox7  been  refused  completely. 

2)  The  Formidable  Epidemic  Diseases  Hospital  has  been  disapproxTed  and  the 
Union  Health  Department  has  agreed  that  European  cases  of  Formidable 
Epidemic  Disease  will  be  transferred  to  the  Quarantine  Station  at 
Fynnlands,  while  the  Venereal  Diseases  Hospital  will  have  to  be  cleared 
for  Formidable  Epidemic  Diseases  patients  when  necessary.

are  7x7  c.m.  in  size  and  are  viewed  under  a  raa.gnifier  (x2) .  Thej'-  are  taken 

on  roll  film,  40  miniatnres  ]3er  roll,  and  cassettes  for  taking  single  miniatnmes 
were  also  obtained.

With  the  aiailabilD-ty  of  Penicillin  Procaine  G  in 
treatment  of  all  Syphilitic  cases  is  now  routine  in  this  hospital.  All  ca,ses 
of  Gonorrhoea  receive  Penicillin  treatment.  The  cS  day  course  (a  total  of  l.o 
M.u,  Penicillin  Procaine  in  Oil),  adopted  on  the  instruction  of  the  Union  Health 
Department,  has  uixloubtedly  shortened  the  average  hospital  stay  of  Syphilitic 
cases  and  brought  about  a  reduction  in  the  daily  average  of  hospital  in-patients.

No  cases  of  plagu.e  occurred  during  the  year.  Regular  inspection  of 
new  shops  and  warehouses  in  the  course  of  erection  has  iDeen  carried  out  and 
their  rodent-proofing  has  been  su.pervised.

The  water  stipply  of  Pietermaxitsbixg  is  under  the  control  of  the 
City  Engineer’s  Department,  It  is  derived  from  streams  coming  from  hilly  country 
lying  to  the  West  of  the  Town,  F:com  the  Storage  Dam  at  lie-uley  the  water  is  piped 
to  the  Purification  Works,  where  5.t  is  treated  with  Ammoniiua  Sulphate,  Lilme,  and 
Aluminaferric,  before  filtration.  After  filtration,  the  ivater  is  treated  with 
Chloramine  before  being  distributed  to  the  four  service  rose^rvoirs. 

The  supply  from  the  Rxif ication  Works  and  each  of  the  service 
reservoirs  has  been  bacteriologically  examined  each  week  by  the  bio-chemist  in 
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charge  of  the  Piirif ication  Works.  All  employees  at  the  Purification  Works  are 
Vi-tested,  Wo  water-borne  outbreaks  of  disease  have  occurred  during  the  jeax . 
Regular  bacteriological  sampling  of  swimming  bath  waters  has  also  been  carried  cnit 
thJTOUghout  the  year,  and  samples  of  well  and  tank  waters  have  also  been  examined. 

The  wa.ter  supply  has  proved  inadeojiate  for  the  expe.nding  needs  of 
the  Citjr;  and  restrictions  have  been  mposed  on  the  use  of  water  tliroughout  the 
year.  Expansion  and  modernisation  of  the  Purification  Works  has  nov7  been  com¬ 
pleted,  Metering  all  domestic  water  supplies  has  now  been  decided  upon  by  the

The  milk  vsnpply  has  been  care f ‘ally  controlled  throiiglioiat  tho  year. 

In  1954  it  1^/as  der?lved  from  33  producer-distributors^  of  whom  17  are  in  the  Borough^ 
and  16  outside  of  the  Borough, 

In  addition  to  these^  there  are  87  producers^  5  Borough  and  82  Oiit- 
of -Borough,  who  send  their  milk  to  a  pasteurisation  plant,  from  where  it  is  dis¬ 
tributed  after  pasteurisation.  All  these  dairymen  are  registered  x<7ith  this  Depart¬ 
ment  and  their  premises  are  inspected  regularly.  Approxirriately  827=>  of  the  milk 
sold  in  PieterrQciritzburg  is  now  pasteurised. 

There  are  17  crea.m  suppliers,  of  whom  8  are  in  the  Borough  and  9 
outside  the  Borough.

Dwellings  were  condemned  for  demolition  under  Public  Health  By-La.w  19(b),  (9  of 
these  being  demolished  and  1  having  been  converted  to  an  O'pen  shed  by  the  end  of 
the  period  under  review),  and  19  dv/ellings  v/ere  voluntarily  demolished  d^oring 
the  period  July  to  December,  1953.

The  Pietermaritzburg  Sobantu  Village,  situated  about  3  miles  from 
the  centre  of  the  Town,  at  Dec,,  31st,  1954?  contained  807  occupied  houses  and 
various  public  buildings,  with  an  estimated  population  of  4? 8.62,  Wa-ter  is 
supplied  by  communal  standpipes  from  the  Corporation  Water  Supply,  and  sanito-tion 
is  by  the  pail  system,  separate  for  each  house.  Communal  ablution  bloclis  and 
laujxlries  are  provided.  Provision  for  hot  baths  at  a  small  charge  has  been 
made  in  the  recently  constructed  ablution  blocks,  and  this  has  proved  very  popular. 


The  City  Council  is  continuing  with  the  construction  of  further 
fetional  (Sub-economic)  Houses  and  has  an  economic  scheme  under  consideration  as 
well,  at  the  Sobantu  Village,  All  the  houses  at  the  Sobantu  Village  are  being 
built  by  Native  lEibouT,  under  European  supervision. 

There  are  tlvree  Corporation  Hostels  for  singlo  I'latives,  For  I'4ales 
there  is  the  newly  extended  East  Street  Hostel  (and  annexes)  now  housing  1,750 
Na-tives,  and  the  Ortman  Road  Hostel  v/ith  a  capacity  of  110,  The  Women’s  Hostel 
in  Church  Street  houses  274  v/omen,  o.nd  an  additional  Women's  Hostel  housing  204 
Natives  has  been  established  at  Oribi  to  serve  the  Government  Village  mainly. 

These  Hostels  are  under  the  control  of  the  Nfunicifal  Native  Administration  Dei^rt- 
ment,  and.  two  European  Superintendents  are  employed.  The  scheme  for  a  new 
Women's  Hostel  to  house  over  700  has  been  shelved  ov/ing  to  the  very  high  tender 
figures  received  v/hen  the  contro-ct  v/as  offered,  /i4'2  Temporar^r  Licences  v/ere 
granted  during  the  second  half  of  1953  to  house  unoxempted  Ifetives  under  the 
Natives  (Urban  .ireas)  Act,  pending  the  provision  of  more  accommodation  at  the 
Ville.ge  and  Hostels,  and  491  were  granted  during  1954.
